This  month  we  show  the  obverse  of  a  taler  of  Joseph  I,  Emperor  of  the  Holy  Roman  Empire. 
Joseph,  born  in  1678,  was  the  elder  son  of  Leopold  I  (the  ‘hogmouth’).  He  succeeded  his 
father  on  the  throne  in  1705.  The  only  military  service  he  saw  was  at  the  beginning  of  the 
War  of  the  Spanish  Succession;  it  was  his  good  fortune  to  rule  while  his  able  general  Prince 
Eugene  was  beating  the  armies  of  Louis  XIV  of  France  in  Italy,  and  also  in  Germany  and 
Flanders  with  the  Duke  of  Marlborough.  Joseph  died  of  smallpox  in  1711. 

During  the  reign  Hungary  was  disturbed  by  the  conflict  with  Francis  Rackoczy  II,  but 
Joseph  recovered  much  imperial  authority  by  reversing  many  of  the  pedantically  authorita¬ 
tive  measures  of  his  father.  In  common  with  other  Habsburgs,  he  had  tastes  for  art  and 
music,  but  showed  himself  to  be  very  independent  towards  the  Pope  and  hostile  towards  the 
Jesuits. 

The  taler  itself  was  struck  at  Graz,  one  of  the  ten  mints  which  produced  this  denomination 
throughout  the  period;  1706  was  the  only  year  in  which  talers  and  some  gold  were  issued 
here,  the  mint  afterwards  concentrating  on  small  denominations.  The  coin  is  listed  as  Q370.

Christopher  Blunt  will  celebrate  his  eightieth  birthday  on  16  July  1984. 

In  appreciation  of  his  distinguished  services  to  numismatics,  history  and  archaeology  over 
many  years,  arrangements  are  being  made  for  a  portrait  medal  to  be  produced  in  his  likeness 
and  presented  to  him  in  July  1984.  In  keeping  with  Mr  Blunt’s  always  generous  encourage¬ 
ment  of  the  young,  a  limited  competition  to  design  the  medal  will  be  held  amongst  young 
artists  who  have  already  shown  talent  for  medal  design.  The  entries  will  be  judged  by  a  small 
but  distinguished  panel  under  the  chairmanship  of  Dr  Humphrey  Sutherland,  a  member  of 
the  Royal  Mint  Advisory  Committee  and  formerly  Keeper  of  the  Heberden  Coin  Room  at 
the  Ashmolean  Museum.  The  winning  design  will  be  cast  early  next  year. 

In  recognition  of  his  long  years  of  service  it  is  thought  that  many  of  Christopher’s  friends 
will  wish  to  be  associated  with  the  presentation  medal.  A  fund  is  accordingly  being 
established  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  artists  and  covering  other  necessary  expenses.  Miss 
M.  M.  Archibald  has  kindly  agreed  to  act  as  Treasurer  to  the  fund,  and  contributions  should 
be  sent  to  her.  Contributions  may  be  of  any  sum.  but  those  subscribing  £10  or  more  before 
31  December  1983  will  receive  a  replica  of  the  medal  in  bronze  in  July  1984.  Contributions 
should  be  addressed  to:  Miss  M.  M.  Archibald,  MA,  FSA,  BLUNT  MEDAL  FUND,  c/o 
Department  of  Coins  and  Medals,  British  Museum,  London,  WC1B  3DG.

MEDAL  NOTES  AND  NEWS 

We  are  now  entering  the  ‘close  season’  for  auction  sales,  but  hopefully  September  will  bring 
some  interesting  medals  to  our  notice;  ‘good’  items  are  as  difficult  to  find  as  ever  and  the 
acquisition  of  a  major  collection  by  a  dealer  or  offered  for  sale  by  auction  would  no  doubt 
find  a  ready  market. 

Just  such  a  sale  of  items  devoted  entirely  to  Nelsoniana  offered  by  Andrew  Grant  in 
Worcester  on  14th  June  brought  what  appeared  to  be  high  prices.  Most  of  the  sale  was 
devoted  to  items  other  than  medals  and  included  porcelain,  paintings,  and  objets  d'art. 
However,  there  were  some  lots  of  medals  which  brought  spirited  bidding  from  the  London 
dealers  and  not  a  few  collectors.  A  Kiichler  medal  of  Nelson  brought  £120  whilst  a  silver 
Davison’s  medal  for  the  Nile  realised  £220.  There  was  also  a  box  medal  by  Edward  Orene 
containing  an  incomplete  set  of  coloured  engravings  which  went  for  £220. 

An  interesting  sale  by  Joseph  Lepczyk  at  Arlington,  Virginia,  17- 18th  June  contained  over 
500  lots  of  medals  and  included  a  large  run  of  Napoleonic  items.  Seaby  were  heavy 
purchasers  at  this  sale  and  some  of  the  items  will  be  offered  in  our  Bulletin  in  due  course. 
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FIRST  WORLD  WAR  MEDALS  COMMEMORATING  PRISONER 
OF  WAR  CAMPS  FOR  GERMAN  SOLDIERS

The  Great  War  saw  a  huge  outpouring  of  medals  issued  by  various  countries  and  of  quite 
contrasting  styles.  The  majority  of  those  medals  that  were  produced  in  England  were  of  a 
purely  commemorative  nature,  being  on  the  whole  rather  restrained  in  character.  In  contrast, 
amongst  the  hundreds  of  medals  produced  in  Germany  at  the  time  are  some  of  the  most 
virulent,  containing  messages  of  resentment  and  discontent  -  the  hatred  of  a  nation,  it  seems, 
is  locked  into  these  objects  such  is  the  appearance  and  content  of  many  of  them. 

There  is  a  small  group  of  medals  which  are  stylistically  quite  apart  from  those  normally 
encountered  and  are  more  of  a  documentary,  throwing  light  on  one  aspect  of  this  and  every 
other  military  conflict  -  the  prisoner  of  war.  Many  collectors  of  the  commemorative  medals 
of  the  First  World  War  will  be  familiar  with  the  medal  illustrated  (Fig.  1)  which  com¬ 
memorates  the  prisoner-of-war  camp  for  German  soldiers  on  the  Isle  of  Man.  In  view  of  the 
frequency  with  which  this  piece  is  met  it  must  have  been  produced  in  some  numbers  and  often 
occurs  contained  within  a  rather  primitive-looking  deal  case  with  a  sliding  lid,  as  does  a 
variant  of  the  medal  bearing  a  different  date.  Having  myself  only  been  aware,  over  a  number 
of  years,  of  the  existence  of  just  this  item  commemorating  such  a  subject  I  was  therefore  sur¬ 
prised  to  find  in  a  relatively  short  period  of  time  a  further  three  different  medals  similarly 
recording  P.O.W.  camps  at  Stobs  (Fig.  2),  Wakefield  (Fig.  3)  and  Malta  (Fig.  4)  -  these  being 
the  only  examples  of  the  three  medals  which  I  have  seen.  All  are  rather  simple  in  character 
and  execution  but  share  definite  similarities  in  style  and  design. 

In  what  particular  circumstances  these  medals  were  produced  and  by  whom  are  questions 
which  it  would  be  interesting  to  find  the  answers,  though  I  suspect  that  before  they  are 
answered  further  medals  may  appear  recording  other  P.O.W.  camps  such  as  those  at  Don- 
nington  Hall,  Alexandra  Palace,  Dorchester,  Handforth  and  Eastcote,  thereby  presenting  an 
intriguing  group  of  interesting  items  from  this  dark  period  of  modern  history.

THE  GARUDA 

RICHARD  PLANT 


The  Garuda  is  a  legendary  creature  of  Hindu  mythology,  half-bird,  half-man.  Its  white  head 
and  red  wings  are  those  of  an  eagle;  whilst  its  golden  body  and  limbs  are  man-shaped.  In 
Hindu  mythology  he  acts  as  the  ‘vehicle’  of  the  preserver-god  Vishnu  (the  destroyer-god 
Shiva’s  vehicle  is  Nandi  the  bull).  His  task  is  to  swallow  up  evil-doers  of  all  castes  except 
Brahmins  -  he  once  swallowed  a  Brahmin  by  mistake,  but  had  to  let  him  go  because  he  burnt 
his  throat!  And  he  is  an  enemy  of  all  snakes,  with  whom  he  is  continually  at  war. 

The  first  coin  illustrated  shows  the  Garuda  dancing  on  the  obverse.  The  reverse  has  a 
crozier-shaped  sceptre  between  two  fish.  This  is  a  copper  dating  from  around  A.D.  1300, 
minted  by  the  Pandyas  of  South  India,  whose  tribal  badge  was  the  fish.  The  portrayal  of  the 
Garuda  indicates  that  the  ruler  of  the  Pandyas  at  the  time  was  a  Vaishnava,  i.e.  a  worshipper 
of  Vishnu,  rather  than  a  Saiva  (worshipper  of  Shiva). 

Though  an  important  part  of  Hindu  mythology  the  Garuda,  often  known  as  the  Krut,  is 
popular  in  Thailand,  which  is  now  Buddhist,  but  was  at  one  time  a  Hindu  country.  The  Thais 
tell  of  how  ‘this  great  bird  came  to  the  aid  of  legendary  kings  and  killed  the  Nhaks  -  snake 
monsters  -  and  also  filled  the  air  with  melodious  music  to  make  life  in  the  king’s  palace 
soothing’.  The  Garuda  or  Krut  is  a  common  reverse  type  of  modern  Thai  coins,  such  as  the 
One-Baht  of  King  Phumiphol  Adulyadet. 
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COINING  IT  IN  GOLD

On  June  2,  gold,  with  a  bullion  value  of  about  £7,000,  realised  £586,230  at  a  London  auction.  No,  the 
world  had  not  gone  topsy-turvey,  for  the  gold  was  in  the  form  of  choice  medieval  Tudor  and  Stuart 
coins.  The  purchasers  were  numismatists,  as  opposed  to  bullion  dealers. 

The  sale,  which  was  conducted  by  Spink  Coin  Auctions,  was  significant  for  several  reasons.  Only 
138  coins  were  offered  and  one,  a  Henry  VII  sovereign,  realised  £36,000  -  an  auction  record  for  a 
British  coin.  Also,  the  collection,  which  Douglas  Liddell,  managing  director  of  Spink,  described  as 
“bristling  with  rarities,”  was  the  finest  of  its  kind  to  have  appeared  in  a  London  saleroom  for  over  a 
quarter  of  a  century.  However,  the  most  intriguing  aspect  of  the  sale  was  that  the  collection  was  formed 
by  one  man  of  “modest  means.”  It  was  consigned  for  auction  by  R.  Duncan  Beresford  Jones,  80,  a 
retired  accountant. 

Mr  Beresford-Jones  started  collecting  coins  in  1951  with  the  intention  of  acquiring  examples  of  the 
choicest  medieval  and  later  British  gold  coins  available.  He  was  not  buying  for  investment  purposes,  but 
purely  as  a  connoisseur  of  old  coinage,  a  fact  which  is  confirmed  by  his  writing  a  book  and  one  or  two 
papers  on  numismatics  for  learned  journals.  Nevertheless,  although  he  was  not  financially  motivated,  he 
has  made  a  sizeable  capital  gain  out  of  his  collecting  activities.  As  the  majority  of  the  pieces  in  his 
collection  are  rare  (their  pedigree  is  given  in  the  auction  catalogue),  it  is  possible  to  ascertain  precisely 
how  much  was  paid  for  individual  specimens. 

With  a  knowledge  of  the  market,  together  with  an  indication  of  when  pieces  were  acquired,  it  is  also 
possible  to  estimate  what  was  paid  for  the  coins  that  cannot  definitely  be  traced  back  to  a  specific  past 
auction.  A  reasonable  estimate  of  the  cost  of  the  138  coins  is  £25,000.  As  previously  mentioned,  they 
sold  for  £586,230.  The  gross  capital  gain  was  therefore  in  the  region  of  £560,000. 

The  highlight  of  the  sale,  the  Henry  VII  sovereign,  of  which  only  three  other  examples  are  known, 
was  purchased  in  1956  for  £1,400.  It  was  sold  for  £36,000.  An  even  more  dramatic  capital  gain,  in  rela¬ 
tive  terms,  was  seen  for  an  Edward  V  angel.  This  specimen  had  been  purchased  in  1954  for  £100  -  it 
sold  for  £17,000.  The  £16,900  capital  gain  represents  a  gross  annual  compounded  return  of  about  19 
p.c.  Even  when  the  auctioneer’s  commission  is  taken  into  account,  the  yield  on  an  annual  compounded 
basis,  is  over  18.5  p.c. 

Alternative  investment,  or  the  buying  of  objects  with  a  view  to  capital  gain,  received  much  attention 
in  the  1970s  as  inflation  eroded  the  purchasing  power  of  money.  However,  in  the  1980s,  when  the  art 
and  antiques  markets  were  affected  by  the  depression,  alternative  investment  fell  from  favour,  for  prices 
reflected  the  fall  in  demand.  Sellers  who  had  only  purchased  their  antiques  relatively  recently  found  that 
they  were  lucky  to  get  their  money  back,  let  alone  make  a  profit.  The  principles  of  alternative  investment 
are  not  always  fully  understood  by  the  investor,  or  indeed  by  some  of  the  financial  consultants  who 
extol  the  virtues  of  buying  antiques  when  the  market  is  booming. 

Essentially,  the  buying  of  objets  d’art  for  capital  appreciation  has  to  be  viewed  as  the  long-term  place¬ 
ment  of  funds.  The  auctioneers’  commission,  or  dealers’  mark-up,  is  much  higher  than  a  stockbrokers’  i| 
margin  or  commission,  simply  because  the  latter’s  turnover  is  very  much  higher.  Thus,  compared  with  jj 
stocks  and  shares,  the  investor  in  antiques  has  to  see  a  far  higher  gross  return  before  a  net  profit  will  be  j 
realised.  Whereas  an  ordinary  share  in  a  particular  company  is  identical  to  others  in  the  same  class,  the 
same  does  not  apply,  say,  to  a  coin.  Minute  differences  between  what  the  layman  may  consider  to  be 
identical  specimens  can  result  in  major  price  differentials.  Variations  in  design  are  the  most  obvious 
factor  that  can  result  in  radically  differing  values.  However,  this  is  but  the  tip  of  the  iceberg.  The  | 
slightest  wear,  the  fact  that  the  piece  may  have  been  cleaned  or  dropped  (thus  bruising  the  edge),  can 
more  than  halve  a  coin’s  value  in  comparison  to  a  piece  which  is  perfect. 

Alternative  investment  may  be  likened  to  a  game  of  Snakes  and  Ladders.  The  snakes  represent  un¬ 
scrupulous  dealers  and  the  investors’  lack  of  knowledge  -  the  ladders  a  sound  understanding  of  the 
items  being  purchased  and  a  good  knowledge  of  the  market.  This  understanding  and  knowledge  may  be 
personally  possessed,  or  secured  through  experts.  Many  people  believe  that  to  buy  at  auction  is  to  miss 
out  the  middleman  and  thus  to  buy  advantageously.  This  could  be  the  case,  but,  on  the  other  hand,  an 
item  w'hich  may  appear  cheap,  could  in  fact  be  very  expensive  because  of  some  defect  the  bidder  has  not 
noticed,  or  some  other  detracting  factor  that  is  not  appreciated.  If  you  are  contemplating  entering  the  I 
realms  of  alternative  investment  and  you  do  not  have  a  good  knowledge  of  the  items  to  be  purchased,  I 
make  sure  you  seek  guidance  from  an  expert  and  reputable  auctioneer  or  dealer.  Alternative  investment  I 
can  be  very  profitable,  but  also  financially  disastrous  to  the  ill-prepared.  Above  all,  it  is  only  a  home  fori 
long-term  funds  where  income  is  not  a  prerequisite. 
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£1  COIN  -  DESIGN  VARIANTS 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Privy  Council  held  on  Wednesday,  22nd  June,  Her  Majesty  The  Queen  issued  a 
Proclamation  under  the  Coinage  Act  1971  announcing  four  design  variants  of  the  £1  coin.  The  coins 
will  be  of  the  same  specifications  as  the  £1  coin  issued  for  general  circulation  on  21st  April  and  the 
obverse  design  will  again  feature  the  famous  portrait  of  H.M.  The  Queen  by  Arnold  Machin,  OBE,  RA, 
FRBS,  which  is  used  on  all  existing  U.K.  coins.  The  new  reverse  designs  will  represent  Scotland,  Wales, 
Northern  Ireland  and  England  and  are  the  work  of  silversmith  Leslie  Durbin,  CBE. 

The  Proclamation  describes  the  designs: 

Scotland.  A  Thistle  eradicated  enfiling  a  representation  of  Our  Royal  Diadem’.  The  inscription  on  the 
edge  of  this  coin  will  read  ‘NEMO  ME  IMPUNE  LACESSIT’.  (No  one  provokes  me  with  impunity.) 
Wales:  ‘A  Leek  eradicated  enfiling  a  representation  of  Our  Royal  Diadem’.  The  edge  inscription  will  be 
‘PLEIDIOL  WYF  I'M  GWLAD’.  (True  am  I  to  my  country.) 

Northern  Ireland:  ‘A  Flax  Plant  eradicated  enfiling  a  representation  of  Our  Royal  Diadem’.  The  edge 
inscription  reads  ‘DECUS  ET  TUTAMEN’.  (An  ornament  and  a  safeguard.) 

England:  ‘An  Oak  Tree  enfiling  a  representation  of  Our  Royal  Diadem’.  This  coin  too  will  have  the 
edge  inscription  ‘DECUS  ET  TUTAMEN’.  (An  ornament  and  a  safeguard.) 

Coins  bearing  the  new  designs  will  be  issued  over  the  next  four  years  beginning  with  the  design 
representing  Scotland,  which  will  be  dated  1984. 
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BOOKS  RECEIVED 

Greek  Coinage  by  N.  K.  Rutter.  Shire  Publications  1983.  56  pp.,  15  pis.,  4  line  drawings.  £1.95  (plus 
50p  postage  and  packing). 

This  book  is  a  general  introduction  to  the  subject  of  Greek  coinage.  It  first  describes  the  beginning  of 
coinage  in  western  Anatolia  and  outlines  the  characteristics  of  a  Greek  coin,  discussing  the  metals  used, 
weight  standards,  the  method  of  production,  and  types.  It  presents  a  selection  of  coins  from  a  self 
contained  area  of  the  Greek  world,  the  city-states  of  south  Italy  and  Sicily,  and  then  discusses  the  use  of 
coins  in  one  city-state,  Athens.  In  the  final  chapter  the  coins  of  Philip  II  of  Macedon,  his  son  Alexander 
the  Great  and  their  successors  in  the  Hellenistic  kingdoms  are  examined.  Nearly  one  hundred  coins  are 
illustrated,  the  majority  from  the  Hunter  Coin  Cabinet  in  the  University  of  Glasgow.  There  is  a  list  of 
museums  where  Greek  coins  may  be  seen,  a  select  bibliography,  and  an  index. 

N.  K.  Rutter  took  his  first  degree  at  Cambridge,  then  submitted  a  University  of  London  doctoral 
thesis  on  the  Greek  coinages  of  Campania,  in  Italy.  He  was  appointed  in  1971  to  the  University  of  Edin¬ 
burgh,  where  he  lectures  in  the  Department  of  Greek.  His  academic  interests  are  literary,  historical  and 
archaeological;  his  publications  include  Campanian  Coinages  475-380  BC  (Edinburgh  University 
Press,  1979),  catalogues  of  collections  of  Greek  coins  in  Edinburgh  and  Harvard,  and  contributions  to 
conferences  organised  by  the  Centro  Internazionale  di  Studi  Numismatici  in  Naples.

Eloye  Mestrelle:  On  page  155  of  the  June  Bulletin  where  you  give  a  description  of  the  milled  Elizabeth  I 
shilling  shown  on  the  cover,  you  also  give  a  brief  history  of  Eloye  Mestrelle  and  the  machinery  which  he 
introduced  into  the  Tower  Mint.  You  state  that  the  reason  that  Mestrelle  lost  his  job  was  the  fear  that 
the  greater  speed  and  efficiency  of  the  machinery  was  a  threat  to  the  jobs  of  the  traditional  moneyers.  In 
fact  exactly  the  opposite  was  true.  The  milled  coins  took  longer  to  produce  because  the  machinery  could 
not  make  blanks  whose  weights  were  within  the  allowed  tolerances.  This  meant  that  after  cutting,  each 
blank  had  to  be  annealed,  rerolled  and  recut  up  to  three  or  four  times  before  it  was  of  the  right  weight. 
By  contrast  an  experienced  shearman  could  size  a  hammered  blank  in  less  than  thirty  seconds  with  a 
few  well  chosen  cuts  with  his  shears. 

When  the  warden  Richard  Martin  took  on  financial  responsibility  for  running  the  mint  in  1572,  he 
held  a  trial  of  the  new  and  the  old  methods.  This  showed  that  in  a  given  time  the  shearmen  not  only 
produced  ten  times  the  number  of  blanks  that  Mestrelle’s  people  could,  but  produced  them  more 
accurately  and  with  less  waste.  It  was  because  of  the  inefficiency  of  his  machinery  that  Mestrelle  lost  his 
job.  There  were  undoubtedly  other  factors.  Neither  Mestrelle  nor  Martin  were  easy  people  to  get  along 
with.  Mestrelle  had  also  been  convicted  of  complicity  in  forgery  four  years  earlier  and  although  he  had 
obtained  a  pardon,  his  conviction  did  nothing  to  improve  his  reputation  in  the  mint.  But  even  without 
these  factors  the  experiment  was  doomed  to  failure  because  the  new  technology  was  not  competitive. 
Machinery  was  not  used  again  for  another  thirty  years,  and  then  it  was  used  to  produce  copper  farth¬ 
ings  where  tolerances  were  unimportant  and  where  the  speed  of  the  machinery  could  be  properly 
exploited.

Mint's  idea  has  hole  in  it.  One  of  the  advantages  of  being  a  member  of  the  Royal  Mint  Coin  Club  is  that 
preferential  treatment  is  often  given  when  new  issues  are  announced,  and  when  a  new  coin  turns  out  to 
be  in  short  supply  a  member  of  the  club  is  more  likely  to  obtain  the  coins  he  wants  than  is  a  member  of 
the  public. 

At  least  that  is  what  is  supposed  to  happen.  But  now  many  members  of  the  coin  club  are  furious  at 
the  way  they  have  been  denied  the  opportunity  of  getting  one  of  the  10,000  special  proof  silver 
“Piedfort”  £1  coins  recently  produced  by  the  Mint.

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A  Piedfort  is  specially  struck  and  is  twice  as  thick  as  a  normal  coin.  The  name  comes  from  France, 
where  they  supposedly  originated  as  presentation  pieces  for  issue  by  the  king  to  favoured  subjects 

Last  year  the  Royal  Mint  produced  a  “Piedfort”  of  the  20p  -  the  first  of  the  present  reign.  There  were 
25,000,  and  they  proved  extremely  popular  with  collectors,  encouraging  the  Mint  to  decide  on  a  similar 
exercise  with  the  £1.  The  important  difference  was  in  the  number  to  be  produced  -  10,000  instead  of 
25,000  —  together  with  the  method  of  marketing.  Some  20,000  priority  customers  received  a  special 
cablegram  via  Western  Union,  notifying  them  of  the  issue  and  giving  them  an  “exclusive  opportunity” 
to  apply  for  one  of  the  coins. 

Imagine  the  embarrassment  at  the  Royal  Mint  when  the  entire  10,000  issue  was  taken  up  by  return  of 
post,  leaving  thousands  of  other  collectors  disappointed.  Marketing  manager  Alan  Lotherington  agreed 
that  the  exercise  had  gone  wrong  and  that  they  had  misjudged  the  response. 

The  idea  had  been  to  send  out  the  special  cablegrams  only  to  those  customers  who  had  previously 
bought  proof  gold  and  silver  coins.  But  surely  these  were  just  the  sort  of  people  who  might  be  expected 
to  snap  up  a  limited  edition  like  the  “Piedfort”  £1;  and  offering  10,000  coins  to  20,000  collectors  was 
just  asking  for  trouble?

This  is  a  most  interesting,  rare,  and  intriguing  object.  Faience  model  hippos  are  quite  well  known  from  Middle 
Kingdom  Egypt  (cf.  the  famous  “William"  in  the  Metropolitan  Museum  of  Art,  New  York,  illustrated  in  W.  Hayes, 
The  Scepter  of  Egypt ,  Vol.  1,  p.  227;  from  the  tomb  of  the  Steward  Soneb  at  Mir.  12th  Dynasty).  The  piercing 
through  the  muzzle  indicates  that  this  hippo  was  part  of  a  rhyton,  used  for  pouring  libations.  Such  animal-shaped 
rhyta  are  best  known  from  Minoan  Crete  (cf.  the  bull’s  head  steatite  example  and  alabaster  lion’s  head  piece,  both 
from  Knossos,  in  the  Herakleion  Museum).  This  piece,  in  pottery,  would  seem  to  be  a  conflation  of  ideas  from 
Middle  Kingdom  Egypt  and  Late  Minoan  Crete.  It  is  almost  certainly  of  Hittite  origin  at  a  period  when  Hittite 
diplomatic  presents  were  not  unknown  in  Egypt  (for  example,  the  iron-bladed  dagger  in  the  tomb  of  Tutankhamun). 
This  piece  would  bear  more  intensive  study  and  merit  full  publication.

Curse  plaques  are  quite  well  known  from  Roman  Britain,  perhaps  the  best  known  being  those  from  London,  Lydney 
and  Bath  (see  R.  G.  Collingwood  and  I.  Richmond,  The  Archaeology  of  Roman  Britain  (1969,  repr.  1980) 
pp.  206-7).  Many  of  them,  as  with  this  example,  are  deliberately  written  obscurely,  even  backwards,  so  as  to  render 
them  unintelligible  to  mortals.

These  early  Christian  lamps  (the  Chi  Rho  being  a  monogram  of  the  first  two  letters  of  Christ  in  Greek)  were  very 
popular  among  the  strong  Christian  communities  of  Roman  North  Africa.  The  lamps  were  made  in  two-part  moulds, 
usually  for  immediate  burial  with  the  deceased  and  hence  invariably  they  show  no  signs  of  use  (as  with  the  specimen 
offered  here).

Such  bronze  reliquaries  were  often  worn  when  in  the  smaller  size  as  here.  They  were  intended  to  enclose  some  small 
sacred  relic,  a  fragment  of  bone  from  a  saint's  body  or  cloth  of  particular  significance  or  association,  etc.  Some  of  the 
larger,  parallel  specimens  preserved  in  the  great  cathedral  treasuries  of  Europe  are  said  to  hold  a  piece  of  the  True 
Cross,  found  in  Jerusalem  by  Helena,  the  mother  of  Constantine  the  Great.
